I believe that it will eventually be 
much larger. 
In general your or­ 
ganization is meeting the require 
ments for recognition in a satis­ 
factory manner. 
The equipment 
of the library and laboratory is 
sufficient to meet the requirements 
at present and your teachers are 
well trained and doing good work. 
I was glad to note the recent 
change you had made in the course 
of study eliminating the two year 
commercial course. 
The general 
trend all over the state has been 
in the direction of placing all com­ 
mercial subjects in the junior and 
senior years. 
I know' of very few 
high schools that teach these sub­ 
jects below the junior year and we

On the 
northern edge 
of the 
loop any noon hour of any day an 
interesting sight is to be seen. In 
a ground floor shop on West Lake 
Street—No. 18, 
to be .specific— 
you may find a hundred or more 
men gathered on wooden benches 
and listening to an earnest little 
man who is reading the Bible and 
commenting as he read.s. 
The men are the driftwood on 
the stream of the big city’s life— 
jobless men, down and out men, 
men who have wrestled unsuccess­ 
fully with habits 
and appetites 
which undermined health and char­ 
acter, men who are homeless and 
hungry. They listen quietly; some 
of them join in the hymns which 
are sung. 
A fter an hour’s serv­ 
ice a hot stew, which some days 
is richer in 
sustaining qualities 
than others, is ladened out to the 
crowd. 
If you went back at night you 
would find 
many of those chaps 
sleeping on the floor. The room is 
warmer than outdoors, but the mat­ 
tress is hard and may have spiint- 
?rs, and there are no blankets or 
other covers. 
It is shelter, how­ 
ever, and a chance to rest up after

the weary work 
begins for another day of seeking 
a job. 
The little man
